' DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 3.—Senator 

’ Joseph T. Robinson in his opening 
campaign-speech for the Vice Presi- 

“dency on the Democratic ticket to- 
day stopped reading a prepared ad- 
dress to launch into a heated attack 
on the accuser- of the party’s Presi- 

+ dential nominee. 

Tucking his prepared speech, a dis- 
cussion of the Democratic position 
toward labor, “to his. pocket, the 
Senator edged  wser to the micro- 
phone and, looking squarely into the 
crowd, began talking of Governor 
Smith and in a moment said: 

“The. ‘statement has: been made 
that he,is a drunkard.’’, He paused 

‘for an instant and thén in .a voice 
‘that carried to the furthest in the 
crowd, he shouted: 

“*There’s not one word ‘of truth 
in it.” 

‘The crowd, ‘to, a large extent a 
Labor Day gathering, applauded and 
cheered, although up: to that time it 
had not been a very demonstrative 

' @udience. 

Mr, Robinson said it was regret- 
table that Governor Smith had been 
assailed unjustly and declared that 
within. the near future. he. proposed 
to speak on what he described ‘as 
the ‘‘whispering campaign’*.now be-’ 
ing conducted im many. — of the 
South... , 

Attacks White’s- Gittins 

He said that William.Allen White, 
the Kansas publisher, had braught 
charges against the Democratic 
staridard bearer and«sailed for Eu- 
rope.

But First Effect Is Slight on 
13,000 Speak-Easies Mackey 
Said Were in City.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—Mayor 
Harry A. Mackey today gave the po- 
lice twenty-four hours to “‘clean up 
Philadelphia.”” He demanded that 
the job be “real and not perfunc- 
tory.”’ 

Every police district in the city 
prepared tonight to carry out the 
order, which the commanders had re- 
ceived. personally from the Mayor. 
At 4 o’clock roll-call all patrolmen 
were ordered to report every gam- 
bling, vice or liquor resort. which was 
open or appeared to be. Raiding 
squads were in readiness to go into 
action as soon as such reports were 
received. 

A series of raids in one police dis- 
trict alone resulted in the closing to- 
night of thirty-seven restatirants and 
alleged speakeasies, but a tour of the 
territory a half hour later revealed 
the places operating again. A survey 
in the central city district showed 
that “business as usual” was the 
order of the night, —— lookouts 
had apparentl

Mayor Reads His Orders. 


Mayor Mackey faced the Police 
Bureau heads and district command- 
ers in his reception room in City 
Hall' this morning and ‘without a 
word ‘of introduction launched into 
the reading of his prepared address. 


In-it he made no requests; he issued 
orders. After he had finished and 
walked out the police commanders 
sat in silence for five minutes before 
they filed from the room, led by Wil- 
jam B. Mills, the superintendent. 
The Mayor, ‘after rovewing his own 
charges of police which he 
used in his Mayoralty Pei ten last 
Fall,.and recalling the shake-up in 
the organization -which he. had 
brought about since, went on to say: 
‘‘Now, I am concerned this morning 
in two things. First and foremost 
is the absolute cooperation of this 
department, with the campaign

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Charles 
E. Hughes, * former ‘Secretary of 
State, has offered his services as a 
campaign speaker in behalf of. the 
Republican national ticket, and in 
making this known tonight Chair- 
man Hubert Work of the Republican 
National Committee said that the 
former Secretary of State would. be 
used on the stump chiéfly in New 
York with wide radio hook-ups. 

The itinerary has not yet been pre- 
pared; but is expected to include also 
places in other States than New 
York, as Mr. Hughes did’ not con- 
fine his offer to — there 
alone. 

The offer. of Mr. Hughes: who is 
now in Europe, came in a cable mes- 
sage from him to Chairman Work: 
It was explained by Dr. Work that 
the offer was. voluntary. 

Mr. Hughes, it was said, was ex- 
pected to return to this.country the 
latter part of September, ‘and in the 
meantime the Speakers’ Bureau of 
the Republican National Committeé 
would arrange speaking‘ dates for 
him. Mr. Hughes’ 8 speechmaking 
in behalf of -Hoover. and. Curtis,. it 

was said, probably would be begun 
8 in October. 

Officers of the Republican National 
Committee were elated over the offer 
of Mr. Hughes. He is regarded as 
one of the most effective of: cam- 
paign orators, not only on account of 
his: excellent speaking voice but be- 
cause of his thoroughness in discus- 
sing political issués.

keen because of the belief that Mr. 
Hughes will have much to do with 


turning sentiment in New York State 
to the Republican ticket.. According 
to the very genera] present view, the 
tide in that State is very strongly in 
favor of Governor Smith.

The Transit Commission blamed the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany: yesterday for ‘‘losing valuable 
minutes’”’ and neglecting ‘‘good rail- 
road opezation and good judgment’’ 
in “connection with Sunday after- 
noon’s subway accident, the third on 
Interborough lines within ten days. 
Two motormen bore the brunt of the 
censure. 

The finding recalled the commis- 
sion’s report following the Times 
Square disaster of Aug. 24, when 
that Interborough wreck was as- 
cribed as ‘‘man failure.”” Good 
railroad operation on that occasion 
would have required Y-illiam D. 
Baldwin, maintenance man, to spike 
a main line switch that was report- 
ed defective, so it could not move. 

The accident Sunday occurred in 
the tunnel that crosses under the 
East River from the Grand Central 
Terminal to Long Island City. One 
hundred and eleven passengers, on a 
five-car steel train bound from Times 
Square to Astoria shortly before 4 
B. A.. suffered from smoke, and 
they and some 230 more were badly 
frightened in their efforts to escape 
from the. tunnel following a short cir- 
cuit that fired insulation along the 
third rai] aid stalled the train. 

The report of the Transit Commis- 


sion, made public after an. all-night, 


investigation by its engineers, 
charged that ajsnine-car train, en 
route from Times Square to Flush- 
ing, had passed ‘through the tunnel 
seven minutes before the second 
train became stalled, and had arrived 
at Queens Plaza with eleven contact 
shoes torn off the last six cars. No 
investigation was made as to how 
these shoes were ripped off, the 
‘Transit Commission said. Good rail-

The letter, which required fifteen 
days to reach its destination, tells 
of hardships endured while trekking 
with dog sleds, of sleeping in a 
caribou fe ieenth bag on a frozen 
lake bed and the story of “Dirty 
Veck”’ Gustav, the little Eskimo boy 
who, seeing his white companions 
taking a bath with an improvised 
pa’: for a bathtub, was persuaded to 
ao a bath for the first time in his 

e. 

The observatory and the base 
camp, Camp Lloyd, near by, where 
the Greater Rockford fliers are now 
recuperating from their perilous ad- 
‘Ye we are thus described in the 
etter: 

“The nearest habitation is a small 
Eskimo village, 120 miles to the west 
of us. The observatory is situated 
on a mosntaln peek, 1,290 feet above 
sea level. on ‘Kangerdluarg- 
stuak ord. ous base camp is at 
sea level on the fjord and three miles 
from the station. An occasional 
party of Eskimos passing through 
en route to seal hunting grounds is 
all that disturbs a desolate waste of 
ice broken up by inaccessible moun- 
tains and dangerous fissures. 

‘Our observatory is a small hut, 
nine by fourteen by six feet six 
inches high. In this hut are located 
the radio sets, meteorological equip- 
ment, cooking gear and sleeping 
quarters. We sleep in three bunks 
arranged as those aboard ship or in 
a lumber camp. We still find the 
hard boards sort of uncomfortable, 
but a year from now we should sirg 
a different tune.”’ 

Carlson tells of establishing a radio 
station in that remote region of the 
Arctic “‘which is in communication 
with Tam New York S nearly 
weekly and has also spoken with Af- 
rica, land and France.’’ He then 
describes in detail the work in con- 
nection with meteorological and aero- 
logical observations, including meas- 
urements of pressure, temperature 
humidity, wind direction and wind 
velocity. As an aid in this work, 4 
pilot is sent up in captive balloons 
and kites to watch optical nhe- 
nomena and cloud movement and re- 
cord it. 

“Our plans for next Winter are to

The importance of.. collective 
bargaining has increased with the 
development of modern economic 
and industrial “methods.” “If the 
principle were repadiateds a gen- 
eral impairment in the efficiency 
of American labor would result 
and those who by means of it are 
able to secure profitable engage- 
ments would-be unable to effect 
individual arrangements for them- 
selves. 

The employers of laborers in 
large numbers have long applied 
business methods in their enter- 
—* analogous to collective 

argaining. While the present sys- 
tem is no rfect in its operation, 
it is nevertheless deemed essential 
to the carrying on of the nation’s 
business, as well-as to the best in- 
terests of employes. 

2. The Democratic: Party asserts 
that labor is not a commodity and, 
therefore, is not subject to many 
of those restrictions and restraints 
which under the law are properly 
applicable to articles in commerce 
and in industry. 

From the beginning of civiliza- 
tion physical toil has performed an 
indispensable part in progress.

His plan for 
amending the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation law compréhended increased 
weekly compensation rates in cases 
of injuries, extending the limitation 
in which claims for compensation 


might be filed from one to two 
years; provision for compensation 
for ail occupational diseases con- 
tracted in e course of employ- 
ment, and extension of the period 
during which compensation shall 
be d for temporary disability re- 
sulting from a permanent injury.

He was sen- 
tenced to from twelve to sixty years 
in 1922 for six burglaries, he said 
Whilé on parole he committed a 
robbery in New Orleans on Thanks- 
giving Day, he said, and since then 
had committed eighty-eight addi- 
tional burglaries. 

Lieutenant Mattes, who questioned 
him, said he confessed to eight 
burglaries in Jamaica, and that the 
Jamaica police had recovered some 
of the stolen goods. His fingerprints 
have been sent to Washington for 
verificaticn and Kilby Prison has 
been requested to look up his record. 
The New York police will question 
Mason tomorrow. 

He said he was a cabinetmaker 
and had come to this country twenty- 
five years ago from England. He is 
described as well read, and in a re- 
pentant mood.

Man Rescues His Wife and Son 
of a Friend, but Is Lost in 
a Plunge for Girl. 


SHE LATER IS PULLED OUT 


Three Doctors Work Two Hours to 
Revive Her—Accident Is in Creek 
at Fort Republic, N. J. 


Special to The New York Times. 

nGG HARBOR, N. J., Sept. 3.— 
Diving to the rescue of his wife and 
tha two children of a friend who had 
been trapped in a whirlpool in 
Nacote Creek at Fort Republic, ten 
miles south of here, Arthur Parker, 
40 years old, of Philadelphia, was 
drowned this afternoon. Another 
swimmer helped save Parker's wife 
and the children. 

Mrs. Parker and John MclIrath 
Jr., 10 years old, had been sub- 
merged for five minutes and Mar- 
garet MclIlrath, 14, was under the 
water for at least ten minutes, but 
all were revived by a pulmotor sent 
to the creek by the Egg Harbor 
police. 

Three physicians worked over the 
girl for two hours before she was 
revived. Faint evidence of life was 
noticebale after the first hour and 
the doctors were rewarded later by 
her regaining consciousness. 

Mrs. John Mclirath, the children’s 
mother, and Mrs. Parker were swim- 
ming with them when the boy and 


= were caught in a whirlpool and 
ragged out of sight. Mrs. Parker 
sprang to their rescue and succeeded 
in getting hold of their bathing suits. 
The suction was so strong, however, 
that it carried her under and her 
husband, hearing screams went to 
the rescue. 

He and Nelson Copeland of Fort 
Republic, who was swimming near 
by, rescued Mrs. Parker and the boy, 
but when Parker dived for the miss- 
ing girl he failed to reappear.

The League's reply is con- 
sidered practically unimportant here, 
except that observers see an added 
argument for the next Argentine Ad- 
ministration, to be inaugurated Oct.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Indica- 
tions are that the Federal Radio 
Commission -will.be able:to announce 
this week the definite assignments 
of wave lengths, power and time. di- 
vision, for the broadcasting stations 
of the United States, under its now 
reallocation plan, to become effective 
Oct. 1. A tentative assignment has 
been arranged by the commission, 


but it was indicated today that a: 


number of changes will have to be 
made before the completed plan is 
announced. All members of the 
commission profess to be well satis- 
fied. with the general. reallocation 
dlan, excepting Judge Ira E. Robin- 
jon, Chairman of the commission, 
who refused to sign the reallocation 
order. 

Judge Robinson was not in agree- 


ment’ with the other members. of. the | 


sommission as to the. general princi- 
les of the new plan. 

“Tt is my opinion that the general 
reallocation order issued by © the 
commission,’’ .said Commissioner 
Harold A. LaFount of Utah, today, 
“dividing the radio.facilities of the 
United States among the five radio 
zones, and the allocation of stations 
which. is to be jannounced im- 


mediately, will do more towards im- 
proving radio. reception than any 
othe ng done by the commission 
since its creation. 

“T am very. well pleased with the 
allocation and am sure that if the 
people will be patient until it is. put 
nto effect they will be delighted 
with the results.” 


Judge Sykes Lauds. Plan. 


Judge E. O. Sykes of Mississippi, 
vice chairman of the commission, 
discussing the commission’s action, 
said that ‘after long and careful 
study by the commissioners, and 
with the aid and advice of some of 
the leading radio-.experts in the 
United States, we have decided that 
the plan adopted is the bést one that 
could be made under the amend- 
ment to the Radio act.” 

Commissioner Sam Pickard, who 
was not satisfied with the commis- 
sion’s action as to his zone, said: 

“‘My apprehension is that the pres- 
ent effort to approach the ideal in 
reception conditions throughout the 
country in general abruptly limits 
the facilities of my zone to a margin 
where stations previously recognized 
as rendering’ worth-while service by 
this commission cannot exist.’* 

Dr. J. H. Dellinger, chie. engineer 


of the .commission, said he. ‘‘re- 
joiced’”’ that the commission in its 
reallocation order No. 40 of Aug. 30 
had taken the action “necessary to 
improve radio reception.”’ 


Dellinger Reviews Situation. 


“After the most intensive study of 
all sorts of palliatives,’’ said Dr.

The get said Mahler’s yoda 
phony No. 2, in connection .with 
which the television will. be used, 
requires in its last movement a full 
orchestra, chorus, organ, soloists 
and & small orchestra. 
is. in, conduc the second orches- 
tra, which will be hidden from vee, 
that television will be brought in 
play 

Mahler’ s note on the score requires 
that .the sound of the small orches- 
tra ‘“‘shall reach the listener onl 
like a faint, almost inaudible brea 
of music.’” ~ 

Heretofore while Mr; Reiner has 
directed the main orchestra he has 
had an assistant director. stationed 
behind a wall conducting the second 
orchestra. In order to keep the 
same tempo it was, necessary 
a hole in the wall for the assistant 
to see the main director. 

Mr. Reiner’s plan now is to make 
practical: use of the television to 
conduct the score. He will have his 
picture, movements, time and place- 
ment thrown on’a screen where the 
second orchestra is hidden, enabling 
it ta:keep exact time with the main 
orchestra. 

The conductor also said that under 
the television the second orchestra 
will ‘be stationed in a room far re- 
moved from the main stage and that 
the tohes of that orchestra will as- 
sume a reality of faintness and dis- 
tance much more practicable than 
——— renditions.

MR. HOOVER AND FRANCE. 

A graceful and appreciative arti- 
cle' on Secretary HOOVER as “A 
Friend of France” appeared in the 
Paris Figaro of Aug. 19. It was 
written by LOUIS CHEVRILLON, who 
especially devoted himself to Mr. 
HOoover’s work in feeding the chil- 
dren ‘and destitute in the devas- 
tated regions-of France early in the 
war, before the United States en- 
tered it, and to his attivities as Food 


Administrator, after the Armistice,’ 


in getting supplies to. the impov- 
erished in several countries—Ger- 
many, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Ser- 
bia, Hungary, Poland and Russia. 
This was certainly a great labor in 
humane organization, and still de- 
serves, as it amply had at the time, 
the praise of the civilized world. 

M. CHEVRILLON does not pretend 
that Mr. Hoover is inclined to go all 
the way with France.. The Secre- 
tary’s point of view is thoroughly 
American—perhaps too innocently 
so in some things—and he may feel 
obliged to defend and assert his 
own country’s interest even when it 
seems.to. go counter to that of 
France. This would be particularly 
the case in the matter of the war 
debts, which it is understood that 
Mr. Hoover believes should be col- 
lected in-the fullest. possible degree. 
Nor in the matter of tariff favors, 
or reciprocal trade agreements, 
could French exporters have much 
to’ hope from Secretary Hoover, 
after they have read his speech of 
acceptance. But what France could 
eafely depend upon is the continu- 
ance of that sympathetic friendship 
for her which there is abundant 
evidence to show that Mr. Hoover 
formed «and cherished during» the 
war. M. CHEVRILLON “recalls the 
time, early in 1917, when the Ger- 
mans had.been driven back: to. St. 
Quentim~and the Mayors of the 
towns in. the liberated regions ‘were 
brought together to meet Mr. Hoo- 
VER. They conducted him to ‘small 
village after small village which had 
been completely laid waste by the 
inyaders before they retired. At the 
sight Mr. Hoover exclaimed in words 
which it is better to leave in French: 
“ Quelle damnée machine! ” 

Neither he nor the French can 
have forgotten those days, and it is 


ceftain. that in any internation-; “ 


al questions. particularly affecting 
France with which Mr, Hooyer may 
be called upon to deal, he will, as 
this French writer declares, not be 
lacking in sympathy nor in a sense 
of right, and equity,

5.| MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS, 


Mr. JAMES TRUSLOW ADAMS, true 


*| to a regrettable prejudice against 


“our wise and pious ancestors,” has 
sneered at the musical talents of 
Colonial Massachusetts and found 
no concord in its congregation- 
al singing. ‘The present state of 
Republican. congregational singing 
there almost persuades us that he 
was right. It may be described as 
a prolonged discord or a series of 
competitive angry; bellows. The 
Governor, the Lieutenant Governor 
and the Attorney General are swat- 
ting the Insurance’*Commissioner. 
One of the eight aspirants for the 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor 
accuses another of violating the 
Corrupt Practices act and talks 
about a “repetition of the MIlinois 
and’ Pennsylvania scandals,” A can- 
didate for the nomination for State 
Treasurer attacks the war record of 
the occupant of that office and of 
oth nomination-seekers, who are en- 
dangering “the success of the na- 
“tional ticket by internal quarrels 
“and scandalous charges and coun- 
“ ter-charges.”’ 

We might go on, “but the. subject 
is too painful. It is enough to say 
that the “ branding” is red hot and 
the “hurling” prodigious. The psy- 
chological or physiological causes of 
the prevailing Republican neurotic 
irritability must be ascertained by 
science. The layman can only: de- 
plore it and wonder. The worse some 
of the men behave, the stronger must 
be dependence’ on-the women. In 
the Bay State, if anywhere, it must 
be the women. who. are going to 
“ elect Hoover.” Last week’s regis- 
tration was. enormous, in Boston the 
greatest ever known; and from 
Sept. 19 to Oct. 17 there. will be 
additional opportunity for the ab- 
sent, the deliberate or the lazy to 
record themselves. The bulk of new 
registration is Democratic. 

The Democratic City Committee 
and the Woman’s Division of the 
Democratic State Committee, whose 
emissaries have been “active from 
“the first. in. inducing women. to 
“register for the first..time,” are 
mightily pleased. Wait till they 
hear from the country towns, where 
the zeal for “Hoover. of the great 
open spaces” is, we are told, so 
open and spacious. Surely only the 
most sophisticated among them can 
applaud HENRY CABOT  LODGE’S 
daughter, Mrs. CONSTANCE WIL- 
LIAMS, an acute intellect, an admi- 
rable writer, but, for all her Massa- 
chusetts ancestry..and environment, 
still a permanent mental dweller in 
Missouri: After hearing Governor 
SMITH’S speech of acceptance, she 
wrote The Boston Herald that. it 
was obvious to her that. “ every- 
“ body within sound of his voice ‘had 
“been: provided with something. to 
‘chew on.’” 

Much that he said was in con- 
flict with her principles as a Re- 
publican, but she knows what he 
means, whereas, 

to date, no’ one knows what Mr. 
Hoover really thinks about any 
important. subject. He deals only 
with theories and generalities, and 
Governor Smirs. deals ‘with facts. 
You may not agree~with the Gov- 
ernor,; but at least you know why; 
whereas, with Mr. Hoover, you 
don’t know whethér you agréé with © 
him or not because you don’t know 
what ‘he “thinks; “Noone ever 
gained anything worth having; in 
politics or anywhere else, who’ per- 
sistently refused to look ‘the facts 
in the face. . If )the Republican 
Party is beaten. on Nov. 6, it will

Com- 
mander*ByrD in the Antarctic will 
be able to tell day by day the serial 
story of his expedition to the South 
Pole. Once more in the salvage of 
HASSELL and CRAMER there is a les- 
son that the silence of the wilder- 
ness. may not signify that the lost 
will not..be found. While there is 
radio there is hope that any moment 
glad tidings may come to relieve the 
tension of long waiting. 


LINCOLN AND TEMPERANCE. 


Inquiry has been made about an 
alleged utterance of ABRAHAM LIN- 
COLN on prohibition. What appears 
to be a forged quotation from him 
has been circulated, though it can- 
not be found in any of his published 
speeches or writings. What he did 
say touching temperance may, how- 
ever, be recalled. 

On Washington’s Birthday, in 
1842, he made an address before the 
Washingtonian Temperance Society 
f Springfield, Ill., of which he was a 
member, on the temperance cause 
which was then being crowned, as 
it appeared, “ with a degree of suc- 
cess hitherto unparalleled.” It had 
been transformed from “a cold, ab- 
stract theory” toa “living, breath- 
ing, active and powerful chieftain.” 
The address was none too popular 
with many of the temperance advo- 
cates because of his observation that 
habitual drunkards had heads and 
hearts that would bear advanta- 
geous comparison with those of any 
other class, the brilliant and warm- 
blooded being prone to fall into this 
vice, It was, if not the first-born, 
at any rate “the fairest born,” that 
the demon of intemperance, like the 
Egyptian angel .of death, had. gone 
forth to slay.. Somehow he must be 
arrested in his “ desolating career.” 
The movement which. will accom- 
plish that will be “the grandest the 
world has ever seen.” 

From that the young orator went 
on to -speak.of the. political revolu- 
tion of.’76, and,..after referring to 
the price that had been paid for the 
blessings it bought, he turned. to 
what he called the ‘ temperance 
evolution”: 

In it we shall find a stronger 
bondage broken, a viler slavery 
manumitted,.a greater tyrant. de- 
posed; .in>it more of want sup- 
plled, more disease .healed, more 
sorrow assuaged. 

LINCOLN even pictured “the 
dram-maker” and “the dram-sel- 
ler” as gliding into other occupa- 
tions and joining the liberated in 
“the universal song of gladness,” 
adding:

AIR-RAIL ACROSS THE. CON- 
TINENT. 


Ten years hence the combined 
air-rail service between New York 
and St. Paul-Minneapolis, which went 
into operation on Sept. 1, will seem 
like ancient history. The new sched- 
ule points the way to more and more 
use of the airplane in a partner- 
ship with the railroad. The distance 
between Chicago and the Twin 
Cities is about 400 miles. It can be 
flown in less than four hours by 
plane. The rest of the journey will 
be made on express trains. A pas- 
senger going west will leave the 
Pennsylvania Station in New York 
at 6:15 P. M., arrive in Chicago at 
2:05 P. M. the next day, and by day- 
light fly to St.. Paul or Minneapolis 
to take a night train for points 
further west. “An entire day,” it is 
stated by the railroad management, 
“will be saved in traveling over the 
“new route between the East and 
“ cities west of Minnesota.” 

If the passenger could step from 
the New York-Chicago Express’ into 
another train for St. Paul, he would 
arrive at night.. The airplane gives 
him quick and easy transportation 
for 400 miles,.and after spending 
a second night on a. train “he 
will be ready for another journey 
through the air toward: thePacific 
Coast when that accommodation is 
provided. The ultimate purpose of 
the air-rail route will be to carry 
the traveler forward in a sleeping 
berth on a night train and give him 
the opportunity to use an airplane 
for several hours during the day. 
Until there is a demand for night 
flying, to which travelers will have 
to be accustomed by degrees when 
airplanes are very much improved, 
air-rail transportation will be pre- 
ferred. Daylight flying in the right 
machine and with an expert pilot is 
attended. with negligible’ risk, but 
for a night in a-plane-the-average 
traveler has no inclination. 

If: the experiment of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is a success be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul, the 
next step will be to add an air link 
where it will be acceptable after 
another «night: on» a sleeper. » The

Blaze in Gramercy Private 


Hospital. 


A 9-days’-old baby boy was badly 


burned last night when fire, believed 
to have been caused by a short cir- 
cuit, started in the crib ward of the 
Gramercy Private Hospital, a mater- 
nity institution, at 322 East Nine 
teenth Street. Several other babies 
in the ward were rescued by atten- 


ts. 
The fire, which occurred on the top 
floor of the hospital building, was 
discovered by the janitor, who lives 


next door. He saw smoke pouring 
from. a rear window and, after ask- 
ing Patrolman Christopher of the 
East Twentysecond Street Station to 
turn in an alarm, rushed upstairs to 
the crib room, notifying doctors and 
nurses as he ran. 

There were twenty cribs in the 
room, six of them — oceupied, 
Five cribs were already ab Boon 
after the babies had been removed 
firemen arrived and extinguished the 
flames.

SEES OPPOSING TENDENCIES 


Points to Recent Improvement In 
Face of Unfayorable Factors 
In Economic Situation. 


Increased earnings and profits by 


large corporations, continued failures. 


in the ranks of smaller business or- 
ganizations and a wide prevalence of 
sharp competition and growing. sell- 
ing. costs give evidence that the busi- 
ness structure of the nation is under- 
going a rigorous process of “‘rational- 
ization,” according to Magnus W. 
Alexander, President. of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, 
who returned to this city. yesterday 
after several weeks of travel. during 
which he made a study of general 
business conditions. 

Mr. Alexander draws the conclusion 
that the conditions which he. discov- 
ered are making it increasingly im- 
portant for business executives to ap- 
ply the most scientific management 
principles if they expect to survive in 
an era of amalgamations and large- 
scale enterprises. 

“Business: ple ms ge during the 
Summer just ended,’’ Mr. Alexander 
declared, ‘‘have exhibited various ap- 
parently.. contradicto trends if 
precedent is to be en as a cri- 
terion. Business analysts and fore- 
easters evidently have found it diffi- 
cult to reconcile many of the con- 


flicting economic: symptoms of the 
last few months. 


Corporation Earnings High. 

“An outstanding and significant 
feature of business activity, to my 
mind, is the coincidence of most sat- 
isfactory earnings of many corpora- 
tions, particularly the larger ones, 
during a time of sharp price compe- 
tition, with the existence of a rela- 
tively high and:at present increasing 
percentage of business failures. The 
total amount of dividends declared in 
August, well in excess of $300,000,000, 
exceeded that of August a year ago 
by about 24 per cent. There were 
nearly double the number of extra 
dividends and three times as many 
initial dividends than a year ago. 
Yet failures during the same month 
were more numerous and represent- 
ed greater liabilities than .a year ago. 

“When we coordinate these e- 
nomena of good earnings on of 
larger corporations, and the frequent 
failures among the smaller concerns, 
and the continued complaints of 
sharp competition accompanied by 
high selling costs and precarious 
profit margins, it becomes obvious 
that the business structure of the 
United ‘States is undergoing a rigor- 
ous process of ‘rationalization’ in 
which many of the smaller compa- 
nies find it increasingly difficult to 
compete with the high efficiency 
standards set by well-managed, large- 
scale enterprise. 


‘ «' Encouraging Developments. 

“Business conditions in the United 
States during the Summer months 
have ‘evidenced’ many encouraging 
“developments in spite of the feeling 
of uncertainty which prevailed in 
many quarters earlier in the year. 
During the past twelve months we 
have had to contend with various 
disturbing factors which in earlier 
years might have caused serious 
depression, such as narrowing 


—— margins, continued agricul- 
ural depression, although’ this has 
been temporarily somewhat relieved 
through improved prices for certain 
fa products and good crop pros- 
pects; an employment scare, an un- 
precedented wave of stock market 
speculation, heavy ,gold withdrawals 
by European countries which inten- 
sified apprehension in some circles 
over the existing widely extended 
bank credit, and unusually: high 
money rates. , 

“*Yet business activity on the whole, 
and in spite of the ‘fact that We are 
facing a Presidential election, has 
been improving ever since the first 
of the year; unemployment, what- 

-ever may have been extent, 
‘failed to bring with it any general 
wage reduction, and despite the large 
amount of bank credit extended and 
the heavy drain on our gold stock 
by foreign countries, the Federal Re- 
serve banks, according to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s statement for 
August, are holding: $1,000,000,000 in 
gold in excess of le requirements. 

“If business conditions and activ- 
ity have steadily improved during re- 
cent months in the face of what 

recedent would indicate te be un- 
avorable factors, I believe it due in 
large degree to the new spirit amon 
American business executives, whic 
is characterized by an, increasingly 
scientific attitude toward business 
problems.”’

SILENCED BY STRIKE 


Musicians Walk Out in Outlying 
Houses, but Contracts Protect 
Larger Theatres. 











UNION OFFICIALS ‘INACTIVE 


Bound by Injunction, They Refuse 
Advice—Labor Department 
Offers to Mediate.

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—Movies with- 
out music was the situation today 
in about 300 of the city’s neighbor- 
hood motion picture houses. They 
operated in the day and evening 
without orchestra, organ or any other 
music. It appears they will continue 
to operate so tomorrow and for a 
number of days to come, unless some 
balm unforeseen by either side ends 
the controversy between the Federa- 
tion of Musicians and the theatre 
owners. 
The walk-out of the musicians and 
organists started this afternoon as 
had been expected after the advice 
of attorneys Clarence Darrow, Don- 


ald Richberg and David Lilienthal 
for the union that the musicians 
whose contracts expired at midnight 
Sunday, might quit without violating 
a Federal injunction. 

The ——— injunction issued 
by Judge ilkerson in the United 
States District Court Saturday tied 
up James C. Petrillo, President and 
other officials of the musicians’ 
union, however so that they could 
take no hand in directing the situa- 
tion. 

The walk-out of the musicians, in- 
cluding organists, continued in the 
houses affected all afternoon and 
evening; and when the last showin 
of the films came tonight the strik- 
ing men and women themselves 
claimed their strike was practically 
unanimous. 


De Luxe Houses Not Affected. 


The de luxe houses both in and out 
of the Loop continued to run with 
their musicians and orchestra because 
their contracts with the ‘union: still 


have @ year to run. These were be- 
lieved to have benefited somewhat 
by the fact that this was a holiday 
and persons who wished could find 
time to attend these rather than sit 
through the silent performances and 
showings in the other houses.

“‘When we asked them what to do 
they told us they were restrained by 
an injunction from giving us any ad- 
vice,” this group said of -their offi- 
cials. ‘‘They told us to use our own 
judgment and do what we wanted to 
do. We did and we’re doing the 
same thing now.”’ 

Whether the strike was to spread 
to the other unions in the theatres, 
the stagehands and the motion pic- 
ture operators, remained a matter of 
speculation, as no statement of any 
kind was forthcoming from the heads 
of these organizations. 

Precedent indicated that a _ real 
showdown might bring sympathetic 
strikes, for the unions in the theatre 
have always stood together in con- 
troversies of serious import.

Spectators Stand In the Rain at 
Battery to Cheer Oarsmen as 
They Speed in From Mist. 


With: a strong flood tide on’ their 
boat’s stern, the crack: lifeboat crew 
of the Cunard liner Mauretania rowed 
to victory in New York harbor yes- 
terday against.six competitors from 
other lines in the second annual in- 
ternational lifeboat race, held under 


tion. The course was one mile from 
a point off the Statue of Liberty 
to the Battery wall near Pier 1. 

Due partly to favorable tide, the 
boats lowered by more than five min- 
utes the record of 15 minutes 21 
seconds made last year by a crew 
from the steamship Segundo of the 
Linear Sud-Americana. The time of 
the Mauretania’s boat was 9 minutes 
40 seconds. The crew from the 
Swedish liner Sparreholm ’ finished 
ten seconds later. 

The oarsmen of the United States 
liner: President Harding, who came 
in four seconds after the Sparre- 
holm, met with ill-luck, first in get- 
ting away slowly at the starter’s gun 
and then in being caught by an ad- 
verse current and carried off the 
course. The President Harding craft 
traveled further than any other boat, 
and the crew was rapidly gaining 
as the two leaders finished. 


Spectators Stand in the Rain. 

Hundreds of spectators, who stood 
around the Battery seawall for sev- 
eral hours while the boats were being 
weighed, endured a fine, driving 
rain, and umbrella vendors profited 
by the inclemency of the weather. 
The rain continued and fell faster 
as the starter’s gun boomed across 
the harbor. 

Because of the rain and the haze 
over the harbor the seven lifeboats 
were almost out of sight when lined 
up at the starting point. As they 
drew closer groups at the Battery 
recognized their favorites and began 


cheering for them. 

The small cannon on a Coast Guard 
cutter was fired for the start at 
11:40. The Mauretania’s eight oars- 
men got away first under the leader- 
ship of Coxswain B. J. Powell-Tuck, 
and as the three leaders, followed 
by the Furness-Bermuda crew from 
the liner Fort Victoria, neared the 
finish line every tug, ship and ferry- 
boat in the vicinity set up a din of 
whistles.’ Several vessels were stand- 
ing by outside the race course, hav- 
ing been signaled back at the start 
of the race by Coast Guard craft and 
harbor patrol boats which were as- 
signed keep traffic out of the 
racers’ path. 

After the Fort Victoria crew at the 
finish line was the crew from the 
Sorvay of the Ybarra Line, then that 
of the Troubadour of the Wilhelmsen 
Line. The crew of the Robert E. Lee 
of the Eastern Steamship Company 
was last. 

Following the race the Maure- 
tania’s crew, which was composed of 
men whose average age was 40 
years, stood in the rain in front of 
Pier 1 and received the Todd Trophy, 
a large silver cup. The Swedish 
crew also received a cup, and mem- 
bers of the first three crews re- 
ceived gold, silver and bronze med- 
als. The crew which wins the race 
three years in succession will receive 
the cup permanently.

FOUR BREAK JAIL 
BUT ARE SOON TAKEN 


Pick Locks of Cells in Princeton 
and: Climb Over Prison Fence 
While Unguarded. 


CAUGHT FIVE MILES AWAY 


Arrested for Auto Theft, They Now 
Face Added Charge of 
Escaping.

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 3.— 
Four Newark youths, arrested by 
State Troopers early this morning 
for the theft of an automobile, es- 
caped from the jail here about nine 
o’clock this morning by picking the 
locks on their cells, and were recap- 
tured several hours later at Rocky 
Hill, about five miles away. They 
were removed to the county jail in 
Trenton tonight to wait the action 
of the Grand Jury on charges of 
grand larceny and jail breaking. 

The local police were unable to ac- 
count for the manner in which the 
four prisoners had succeeded in 
opening the locks on the doors of 
their two cells. No guard is kept in 
the jail. during the daytime and the 
first report of the escape was car- 
ried io Chief of Police Meyers by a 
small boy who said he had seen four 
men climbing over a fence in back 
of the prison. 

Investigation showed that the locks 
had been sprung on the doors of the 
cells in which the four had been 
lodged. Searching parties were or- 
ganized and early this afternoon a 
party composed of local police and 
State troopers overtook the escaped 
prisoners on the State highway near 
They made 
no attempt to resist capture, and, 
after being arraigned here, were 
taken to Trenton. 

There were no.other prisoners in 
the jail, which contains four cells, at 
the time of the escape. The four, 
who gave their names as Francis 
Cortez, 19 years old, of 201 Wickleff 
Street, Newark; Albert Potter, 19, of 
264 Prince Street, Newark; Eddie 
Green, 18, of 155 Broome Street, 
Newark, and Alfred Barker, 20, of 
78 Monmouth Street. Newark, had 
been lodged in the cells after their 
capture near here by State troopers 
in an automobile alleged to have been 
stolen in Newark last night. 

Early last July another prisoner, 
who is still at large, escaped from 
the same jail by climbing through a 
skylight. .

MISSIONARY SCOUT 
SURE FAWCETT DIED 


Philadelphian Says Dyott Is Cor- 
rect in Report Sent From 
Brazilian Jungle.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 3.—A 
Philadelphia missionary scout who 
has twice penetrated the jungles of 
Brazil into which Commander George 
M. Dyott plunged to learn the fate 
of Colonel P. H. Fawcett, British ex- 
plorér, and his party, said in a state- 
ment here today that Dvott was cor- 
rect in reporting that Fawcett had 


met death. 

The Philadelphian, Leonard L. 
Legters, Field Secretary of the 
Pioneer Mission Agency, declared 
that when he was in the jungle in 
1926 he came upon Faweett’s trail 
and sat upon the British explorer’s 
abandoned luggage in the hut of a 
tribal ruler. He also saw a.mule 
Fawcett had abandoned and he 
talked with the chieftain of a village 
in which he believed the explorer and 
his party lost their lives. 

“Besides the tangible evidence 
everywhere we went, I can give at 
least three reasons why I think he 
‘and the two men with him perished,’’ 
said Mr. Aegters. 

“One is that they’ started without 
sufficient food supplies; second, 
malaria fever; third, and the signifi- 
cant reason, is that Fawcett and his 
men possibly incurred the enmity of 
the Indians.

But in 1904 the stock market, and 
trade activities along with it, was 
just. passing out of an extremely 
drastic and prolonged reaction, in 
which values had been carried far 
below their reasonable intrinsic basis. 
This year there has been no reaction 
in trade. The setback in Stock Ex- 
change prices, outside of a few gro- 
tesquely overvalued shares, was rela- 
tively slight, and the most excited 
speculation for the rise last week be- 
gan with prices of the most active 
stocks nearly back again at the high- 
est figures reached in the wildest 


| days of May. 


Supposing the movement to con- 
tinue at the pace of the last few 
days, we shall have explanations 
showered upon us. It is possible 


the “outside public.” The Stock 


Spring has in the past two months 
received treatment in the public 
prints such as has never “been be- 
stowed on any past episode. of the: 
kind. Serious magazines have de- 
scribed and analyzed it ‘a8 an’ event 
wholly apart from’ anything of the 
kind in previous history, which was 
governed. by. none‘of the :principles 
and surrounded: by none.» of the 
pitfalls ‘which had accompanied 
older speculations. Regardless of the 
question «whether that* ‘particular 
view of last Spring’s market was 
right or. wrong, the: effect. on. the 
speculative mind .of such presenta- 
tion of the matter, in:sober and se- 
rious publications, could not fail to 
be very great. It certainly did not 
find its way to a sullen, skeptical 


matter, to a public which as a whole 
had no money left to risk. 

None of these expositions of a 
changed era in. speculation. under- 
took to throw light on what was to 
be the end of it;. that. is-to say, on 
the question whether prices had 
merely been shifting to some inde- 
terminate higher general levels, on 
reaching or passing which the con- 
tinuous rise would cease, or whether 
the new economic order was so new 
in all respects that the advance 
would not stop at all. But when the 
public mind is in a’ highly specula- 
tive mood, considerations of that 
sort are not usually heeded. They 
will naturally remain, however, for 
the possibly not. very distant future 
to determine. The stock market of 
1928 has been an outgrowth of a very 
extraordinary and abnormal econo- 
mic situation which had already 
produced many strange phenomena 
in the United States. But perhaps 
the most singular aspect of it is that 
a two or three year period that has 
been marked by almost complete 
elimination of speculative influences 
from trade and industry should also 
have introduced speculation on the 
Stock Exchange on a scale which, a 
very little time ago, would have been

The Market’s Outlook. 


Just how long the present accel- 
erated pace of the stock market can 
last, with brokers’ loans showing a 
new expansion, with the tickers run- 
ning from ten to twenty-five minutes 
behind the- market and with daily 
sales for five-hour days running well 
above the 3,000,000 mark, is ad- 
mitted in: many Wall Street circles 
to be entirely. problematical. The 
market is fairly boiling along at a 
hectic pace at the very time of year 
when the credit strain is greatest, 
and while little talk is to be heard 
in the financial district of such a 
drastic move as an advance in the 
Reserve. rates, nevertheless such a 
development is believed not without 
the bounds of reason. Many brokers

Brokers’ Loans. 


It is considered reasonable to pre- 
sume that there will be another ex- 
pansion in the brokers’ loan figure 
in the Thursday statement, in view 
of the wide expansion in trading 
since last week’s report, most of it 
at advancing prices. The comment 
of the Nzational City Bank on these 
loans and on the credit situation gen- 
erally will be read today with a great 
deal of interest, The bank charac- 
terizes the increase of $900,000,000 in 
brokers’ loans in the three months 
from.March to June in the face of 
an outward movement of gold of 
unusual importance and the repeated 
advances in Reserve discount rates 
as ‘‘one of the most extraordinary 
adventures in speculation in disre- 
gard of fundamental conditions ever 
known in the history of the Stock 
Exchange.

The Government of Chile is now. carrying out a 
comprehensive plan of public works, as authorized 
under Law 4303, which provides for an 
of 200,000,000 pesos ($24,332,500) in 1928, of 
which amount 25,000,000 pesos have already been 
raised through an internal loan, the remainder to 
be provided for from the proceeds of the present 
dollar and sterling issues.

salaries are now da when due, how 
the Government is paying cash for 
its merchandise, and how the Treas- 
ury has become financially sound, 
except for its foreign indebtedness 
payments. 

Sr. H. Montes de Oca has appre- 
ciated and worked on the basis that 
not only in private life but also in 
the life of nations the first step to- 
wards financial soundness is to pay 
for what you consume. Then will 
soon come that surplus which will 
enable the settlement of accumulated 
indebtedness. 

Such has been palpably the case 
with the present financial manage-

000,000 pesos, on public indebtedness, 
interior and exterior. In order to re- 
duce the deficit of 1927, a credit 
transaction was closed with the Bank 
of Montreal to the extent of 9,000,- 
000 pesos, af which 7,000,000 has ‘been 
repaid.” The balance will be liqui- 
dated before Nov. 30. 

“As regards governmental expen- 
diture there has been observed a 
stricter order than in previous years, 
Gue principally to the new budget 
system of the current year. he 
vicious system: of supplementary ap- 
propriations to departments has been 
almost completely done away with. 


President’s Power Ourtailed. 


“The Minister of Finance is grati- 
fied to announce that the relinquish- 


ment of the extraordinary powers 
hitherto enjoyed by the President in 
financial matters, has been one of 
the most notable features in the 
pronress of the Ministry’s work. It 

as resulted in the best administra- 
tive. order, assuring stability to tax- 
payers and to general business. The 
absence of extraordinary powers as- 
sures also — solidity in the man- 
agement of the funds, and is indis- 

ensable for political equilibrium be- 
ween the Government branches and 
for the morality of Government in 
general. 

“The moratorium conceded to the 
Government for the _ integral pay: 
ment of foreign indebtedness expired 
at the end of 1927. Consequently 
there arose the grave problem of re- 
newing the interest on the amortiza- 
tion and other obligations on loans 
which were included in the interna- 
tional agreement of 1923. It meant 
the payment of 77,000,000 pesos for 
debt services and obligations at a 
moment when the national finances 
were most embarrassed, and when 
the future of the nation, financially 
considered, was not established on a 
sufficiently sound basis. 

“It was evident that the Treasury 
could not meet the foreign demands. 
However, the Government consid- 
ered it obligatory to maintain its 
credit abroad, and frankly ex — 
before its creditors the Reet, 
future possibilities as to Mexico’s te 
nancial and economical capacity, so 
that they might appreciate our in- 
ability to comply with the financial 
agreements. 


Discussion in New York. 


“At the end of 1927 two representa- 
tives of the Minister of Finance 
were sent to New York to discuss the 
situation with the International 
Committee of Bankers and it was es- 
tablished that Mexico was unable to 
comply with the international obliga- 
tions as from Jan. 1, 1928. As was 
expected a matter of such impor- 
tance could not be settled immediate- 
ly, but the creditors realized that 
Mexico’s capacity to pay should be 
studied in detail in any new agree-. 
ment that might be drawn up. Ca- 
pacity to pay has. served as. the 
basis of readjustment of the in- 
debtedness of all the principal na- 
tions of the world.

EXPECTS GOLD FOR FRANCE. 


Bank of America Says Smaller Im- 
ports Are Probable.

PLANS NEW MATSON LINERS. 


Company Will Build Two Fast Ships 
for Australian Run. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Plans 
for two new fast passenger liners for 
the San Francisco and Australian ser- 
vice of the Matson Line have been 
completed and bids for the construc- 
tion of the ships will be called for 
soon, it became known here today. 
The company has announced its in- 
tention to replace the Ventura and 
Sonoma, now in the service, with 
larger and faster steamers, and has 
bid for the carrying of the mails be- 
tween the United gees and Aus- 
tralia. 

It is expected that the new liners 
will cost about $5,000,000 each and 
will be built under the terms of the 
Jones-White bill, which enables the 
builders to borrow 75 per cent. of the
